A  vast  amount  of  interesting 
and  valuable  material  has  been  gathered  together, 
and  the  result  of  his  labors  will  be  given  to  the  pub¬ 
lic  in  due  course  of  time.

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OR  a  number  of  years  past,  numerous  to¬ 
kens  have  been  made  and  circulated  in  this 
country,  some  of  them  of  a  Private  and 
others  of  a  Political  character. 

In  the  year  1789,  Messrs.  Motts,  Jewellers 
and  Watch-makers  of  this  city,  issued  a 
piece  in  copper,  bearing  their  name,  address  and 
occupation,  and  having  on  the  obverse  a  chronometer, 
and  on  the  reverse  an  eagle,  with  outstretched  wings, 
being  the  first  business  token  as  yet  in  circulation. 
The  example  thus  set,  was  soon  followed  by  Messrs. 
Talbot,  Allum  &  Lee,  also  of  the  City  of  New-York, 
wealthy  and  enterprising  merchants  in  the  India  trade, 
who,  in  the  years  1794  and  1795,  issued  a  token  or  card, 
of  two  varieties  of  die,  and  several  varieties  of  type,  all 
bearing  a  ship  on  the  obverse,  and  a  full  length  figure 
of  liberty  on  the  reverse,  the  dies  of  which  were  cut 
at  Birmingham,  in  England. 

Very  few  others  seem  to  have  been  put  forth  until 
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about  the  year  1S3G,  since  which  time  vast  quantities 
have  been  made.  The  value  and  peculiar  advan¬ 
tages  of  this  mode  of  publication  began  then  to  bo 
felt  and  appreciated.  Tradesmen  and  merchants 
adopted  this  durable  form  of  card  to  advertise  their 
goods,  increase  their  custom,  and  spread  their  name 
through  the  land.  Enemies  to  the  administration  in 
power,  vented  their  animosity  and  indulged  their  wit 
and  sarcasm  :  friends  and  supporters  of  particular 
men  and  measures,  advocated  and  sought  to  carry  out 
their  plans  and  views  through  this  medallic  medium. 
As  party  feeling  grew  high,  this  was  found  a  conve¬ 
nient  mode  to  fan  the  flame,  and  to  increase  the  ex¬ 
citement  already  intense.  The  skill  and  ingenuit}r 
of  the  designer  were  called  into  requisition  to  execute 
devices,  while  our  leading  Engravers  and  Die  Sinkers, 
had  as  much  as  they  could  do  in  this  line  of  their 
profession. 

Among  the  artists  who  were  employed  in  cutting 
dies  for  these  various  pieces,  were  the  celebrated 
Mr.  C.  C.  Wright,  and  his  partner,  Mr.  James  Bale, 
both  now  deceased,  Mr.  Frederick  B.  Smith,  who  was 
also  at  one  time  the  partner  of  Mr.  Bale,  of  New  York 
City,  and  Mr.  Francis  N.  Mitchell,  of  Boston. 

In  the  year  1856,  Messrs  Strassburger  &  Nuhn, 
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Wholesale  Dealers  in  Fancy  Goods  in  this  metropolis, 
caused,  at  considerable  expense,  a  number  of  pieces 
of  very  good  workmanship  to  be  executed  by  Mr. 
Lauer,  an  artist  in  Germany,  for  circulation  here. 
Some  of  these  are  impressed  with  the  head  of  Wash¬ 
ington,  others  with  the  head  of  Jenny  Lind,  others 
with  an  emblematical  head  of  Liberty,  while  others 
bear  a  representation  of  the  City  Hall  in  the  Park,  or 
of  the  United  States  Capitol  at  Washington. 

Some  of  these  tokens  were  finely  executed,  and 
are  desirable  specimens  of  the  skill  of  the  artists  who 
made  them.  Though  many  bear  the  heads  of  some  of 
our  most  distinguished  statesmen  and  patriots,  yet  it 
is  a  source  of  regret  that  there  are  so  few  impressed 
with  representations  of  old  and  remarkable  buildings, 
as  such  would  have  become  hereafter  of  unusual  inter¬ 
est  and  value,  particularly  when  the  buildings  them¬ 
selves  should,  in  the  usual  course  of  events,  have  been 
laid  prostrate  by  the  crumbling  hand  of  time.  The 
token  bearing  a  view  of  the  old  Merchants’  Exchange, 
in  Wall  Street,  the  one  with  a  view  of  the  Centre  Mar¬ 
ket  together  with  the  two  which  Ave  have  already 
alluded  to  as  having  been  struck  in  Germany,  bearing 
vieAvs  of  the  City  Hall,  and  the  National  Capitol,  are 
all  we  have  of  this  sort,  and  the  latter  tAVO,  it  must 
be  remembered,  are  of  but  very  recent  emission. 
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These  various  tokens,  having  mostly  been  driven 
out  of  circulation,  are  now  seldom  to  be  met  with, 
and  through  the  adoption  and  issue  of  the  new  style 
of  cent,  many  of  them  will  become  extremely  rare, 
and  will  hereafter  be,  as  they  are  already  at  this  time, 
eagerly  sought  after  by  collectors,  antiquarians,  and 
others  interested  in  the  doings  of  the  past. 

It  has  been  considered  important,  therefore,  that 
descriptions  of  these  pieces  should  be  preserved  as  a 
part  of  the  history  of  the  Country,  and  at  the  sug¬ 
gestion  of  several  friends,  the  author  has  gathered 
together  all  that  are  known  to  him,  and  now  submits 
his  labors  to  his  Numismatic  brethren  in  this  Country 
and  in  Great  Britain,  trusting  that  the  offering,  though 
imperfect,  may  still  serve,  in  the  absence  of  a  better 
guide,  to  assist  them  in  making  up  their  collections 
in  this  special  department  of  American  Numisma¬ 
tology.
